H. A m Pi tary order, not only from tbe Preal 
dent, but from one of hie subordinates, ba» 
been tbe supreme law without question la thU 
Commocwralth.

Wa do not ssi that ll

Tbey Uke bis prop, rty with 
out bis consent, If so disposed. If tbey rind 
out that be gives sny uformaiioo * the an 
tboiltiM, the n<x t quad that comts alonK 
will make him pay tbe penalty with his prop- 
erty or Ms life. It Is ImpoMl .le for tbe un- 

tbis marncr. H« is not protected by tbe Gov 
eminent, and It Is urjiut to punish him when 
be is not proUctcd.
